The date of birth accepted by the Commission is that 
entered in the Matriculation or Secondary School Leaving 
Certificate or in a certificate recognised by an Indian Uni¬ 
versity as equivalent to Matriculation or in an extract from 
a Register of Matriculates maintained by a University, which 
extract must be certified by the proper, authority of the 
University or in the Higher Secondary or an equivalent Exa¬ 
mination Certificate. These Certificates are required to be 
submitted only after the declaration of the result of the 
written part of the examination. 

No other documents relating to age like horoscopes, affi¬ 
davits. birth extracts from Municipal Corporation, service 
records and the like will be accepted. 

The expression Matriculation/Higher Secondary Examina¬ 
tion certificate in this part of the instruction includes the 
alternative certificates mentioned above. 

Sometimes the Matriculation/Higher Secondary Examina¬ 
tion Certificate does not show the date of birth, or only shows 
the age by completed years or completed years and months.

Common 
candidates who fail in INS-B/PAB test as an NCC or Airmen 
candidate will be called again for OLO testing for Army/ 
Navy/OTS only, if it is found that they have applied through 
CDS Exam also. 

Candidates who qualify in the written examination for 
IMA (D.E.) Course and/or Navy (S.E.) Course and/or Air 
Force Academy Course irrespective of whether they have 
also qualified for SSC Course or not will be detailed for 
S.S.B lev in Fo 1 - , aary, March, 1991 and candidates who 
qualify for SSC Course only will be detailed for SSB tests 
in May/lune, 1991. 

Candidates will appear before the Services Selection Board 
and undergo the test there at their own risk and will not be 
entitled to claim any compensation or other relief from 
Government in respect of any injury which they may sustain 
in the course of or as a result of any of the tests given 
to them at the Services Selection Board whether due to 
the negligence of any person or otherwise. Candidates will 
be required to sign a certificate to this effect on the form 
appended to the application. 

To be acceptable candidates should secure the minimum 
qualifying marks separately in (i) written examination and 
(ii) S.S.B. tests as fixed by the Commission in their discre¬ 
tion. The candidates will be placed in the order of merit 
on the basis of the total marks secured by them in the 
written examination and in the S.S.B. tests. The Form and 
manner of communication of the result of the examination 
to individual candidates shall be decided by the Commission 
in their discretion nad the Commission will not enter into 
correspondence with them regarding the result. 

Success at the examination confers no right of admission 
to the Indian Military Academy, the Navi Academy, Air 
Force Academy or the Officers Training Academy as the 
case may be. The final selection will he made in order 
of merit subject to medical fitness and suitability in all 
other respects and number of vacancies available. 

NOTE : Every candidate for the Air Force and Naval 
Aviation is given Pilot Aptitude Test only once. The Grade 
secured by him at the first test will therefore hold good 
for every subsequent interview at the Air Force Selection 
Board. A candidate who fails in the first Pilot Aptitude 
Test cannot apply for admission for the F(P) Branch of 
the Indian Air Force and Naval Aviation. 

10. Disqualification for Admission to the Training Course — 
Candidates who were admitted to an earlier course at the 
National Defence Academy Indian Military Academy, Air 
Force Flying College, Naval Academy Goa, Officers Training 
Academy, Madras but were removed therefrom on disci¬ 
plinary ground will not be considered for admission to the 
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Indian Military Academy, Navy Academy, Air Force Academy 
or for grant of Short Service Commission in the Army. 

Candidates who were previously withdrawn from the' 
Indian Military Academy for lack of Officer like qualities 
will not be admitted to the Indian Military Academy. 

Candidates who were previously selected as Special Entry 
Naval Cadets but were withdrawn from the National Defence 
Academy or from Naval Training Establishments for lack 
of Officer-like qualities will not be eligible for admission 
to the Indian Navy. 

Candidates who were withdrawn from Indian Military Aca¬ 
demy, Officers Training Academy, N.C.C. and Graduate 
Course for lack of Officer-like q ualities not be considered 
for grant of Short Service Commission in the Amy. 

Candidates who were previously withdrawn from the NCC 
and Graduates’ Course for lack of Officer-like qualities will 
not be admitted to the Indian Military Academy. 

11. Restrictions on Marriage during Training in the Indian 
Military Academy or in the Naval Academy or in the Air 
Force Academy. —Candidates for the Indian Military Aca¬ 
demy course or Naval Academy Course or Air Force Aca¬ 
demy Course must undertake not to marry until they com¬ 
plete their full training. A candidate who marries subse¬ 
quent to the date of his application though successful at 
this or any subsequent examination will not be selected 
for training. A candidate who marries during training shall 
be discharged and will be liable to refund all expenditure 
incurred on him by the Government. 

No candidate for the Short Service Commission Course— 
(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living or (b) who having a spouse 
living has entered into or contracted a marriage with any 
person shall be eligible for admission to the Officer’s Training 
Academy/grant of Short Ser vice Commission. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such persons and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other gounds for so doing exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

12. Other restrictions during tiaining in the Indian Military 
Academy or in the Naval Academy or in the Air Force 
Academy. —After admission to the Indian Military Academy 
or the Naval Academy or in the Air Force Academy candi¬ 
dates will not be considered for any other Commission. 
They will also not be permitted to appear for any interview 
or examination after they have been finally selected for 
training in the Indian Military Academy or the Naval 
Academy or the Air Force Academy- The candidates who 
resign from IMA/NA/AFA, may be considered for induc¬ 
tion into OTA on their merits provided there is shortfall 
on that particular course.

1. Before the Candidates joins the Indian Military Academy— 

(a) he will be required to sign a certificate to the effect 
that he fully understands that he or his legal heirs 
shall not be entitled to claim any compensation or 
other rehef from the Government in respect of any 
injury which he may sustain in the course of or as 
a result of the training or where bodily infirmity 
or death results in the course of or as a result of a 
surgical operation performed upon or anaesthesia 
administrated to him for the treatment of any injury 
received as aforesaid or otherwise. 

(b) his parent or guardian will be required to sign a bond 
to the effect that if for any reason considered within 
his control, the candidate wishes to withdraw before 
the completion of the course or fails to accept a 
commission if offered he will be liable to refund the 
whole or such portion of the cost of tuition, food, 
clothing and pay allowances, be received as may be 
decided upon by Government. 

2. Candidates finally selected will undergo a course of 
training for about 18 months.

6 . An outfit allowance at the rate and under the general 
conditions applicable at the time for each cadet belonging to 
the Indian Military Academy will be placed at disposal of 
the Commandant of the Academy.

After successful completion of training, the candidates 
pass out in the rank of Pilot Officer and become entitled to 
the pay and allowances of the rank. At the existing rates, 
Officers of the Flying Branch get approximately Rs. 3700/- 
pm. which includes flying pay of Rs. 1200/- p.m. Air 
Force officers good career prospects though it varied 
from branch fo branch. 

There are two types ol promotions in the IAF i.e. grant 
of higher Acting rank and Substantive rank. Each higher 
rank carries with it extra emolument. Depending on the 
number of vacancies one has a good number of chances 
to get promotion to the higher Acting rank. Time-scale 
promotion to the rank of Squadron Leader and Wing Com¬ 
mander is granted after successful completion of 11 years 
for Flying (Pilot) branch and 21 years of service respec¬ 
tively Grant of higher rank from Wing Commander and 
above is fcv selection, carried out by duly constituted pro¬ 
motion Boards Promoting Officers have good chances of 
higher promotions. 

5. PAY AND ALLOWANCES

(b) In addition to the pay in the above integrated scale,

(i) While the cost of training including accommodations, 
books, uniforms, boarding and medical treatment will be 
borne by Government candidates will be expected to meet 
their pocket expenses themselves. The minimum expenses 
at the Air Force Administrative College are not likely to 
exceed Rs 90.00 per mensem.

Expatriation Allowance — Rans.im.' from 25 per cent to 40 
per cent (depending upon tne rank held) of the Foreign 
Allowance admissible to a single Third Secretary/Second 
Secretary/First Secretary/Counselloi, serving in the country 
where IAF Officers are required to move as body of troop. 

Separation Allowance —Married Officers posted to Units/ 
Formations located at non-familv stations 'areas notified as 
such by Government for this purpose, where families are 
not permitted to accompany then will teceive separation 
allowance of Rs. 140/- p.m. 

Outfit Allowance- —Rs. 3,000/- initially (as modified from 
time to time) towards cost of uniform/equipment 
which an officer has to possess : Rs. 3,000/- for renewal 
after every seven years. 

Camp Kit —Free issue at I he time ot commissioning. 

Free rations are provided to officers of all ranks in the 
Air Force. 

(6) Lean and Leave Trawl Concession 

Animal Leave —60 days a year. 

Casual Leave —20 days a year, nol more than 10 days at 
a time. 

Officers and their families are entitled to free conveyance 
when proceeding on annual/casual leave irrespective of its 
duration one year after commissioning. Once in a block 
of two years, commencing from January, 1971 the con¬ 
veyance is admissible from place of duty (unit) to home, 
'rhe year in which this concession is not availed of free con¬ 
veyance for a distance of 1450 Krns each way is admissible 
for self, wife and Children. 

In addition officers of Flying Branch employed on regu¬ 
lar flying duties in vacancies in authorised establishment are 
allowed, while proceeding on leave once every year on 
warrant, a free rail journey in the appropriate class upto 
a total distance of 1600 Kras, for the forward and return 
journeys both inclusive. 

Officers when travelling on leave at their own expense 
are entitled lo first class travel on payment of 60 per cent 


of the fare tor self, wife and childi en from unit (o any 
place within India thrice in a calendar year. One of these 
may be availed of for the entire family. In addition to 
wife and children family includes parents, sisters and minor 
brothers .csiding With and wholly dependent upon ’ he 
officers. 

7. Pensionary Bene/its 

Retiring Pension. —-The minimum period of qualifying 
service required for <etiring pension is 20 years (without 
weightage). Retiring pension stiail be calculated at 50% of 
the average of emoluments reckonable for pension (i.e, pay, 
rank pay and non-practising allowance, if any) drawn by 
the officers during the last 10 months of his service. The 
amount so determined shall be maximum of Rs. 4.500/- 
per month and shall be the retiring pension for 33 years 
of reckonable qualifying service (i.e. actual service rendered 
j- service werghtage in years admissible). For lessor years 
of reckonable qualifying service, this amount shall be pro¬ 
portionately reduced arid the retiring pension in no ease 
shall be less than Rs. 575/- per month. 

,3. Retiring (Iratuity 

Retiring Gratuity - -The minimum period of qualifying 
service for earning retiring gratuity is 10 years (without 
weightage). The retiring gratuity shall be admissible at a 
uniform rate of 1 a month’s emoluments for each completed 
six monthly period of qualifying service. The emoluments 
for this purpose shall be pay, rank pay and non-practising 
allowance, (if any) last drawn by the officer. 

In addition to pension or gratuity a death-cum-relireiusnt 
gratuity, equal to l/4th of emoluments for each completed 
six monthly period of qualifying service plus a weightage 
of 5 years subject to maximum of tfiitimes of the emolu¬ 
ments not exceeding Rs. 1 Iakb is admissible. In case of 
death while in service the amount of death-cum-retirement 
gratuity will be as follows :— 

(a) two months pay. if death occurs in the first vea- ft 
sendee. 

lb) six months pay, if death occurs after the first year 
but before completion of five years. 

(c) minimum of 12 months pay. it death occurs alter 
five years, but before completion of 20 years. 

(d) minimum 12 months pay and maximum 33 months 
pay. subject to the condition that the amount of 
Death-cum-retiremenl gratuity shall in no case ex¬ 
ceed Rs. 1 lakh, if death occurs after 20 years at 
more. 

]1i ••-ibd'fy pension and Special Family Pensionary award, 
including awards lo children and dependents (patents, 
brothers and sisters), are also payable in accordance with the 
prescribed rules. 

9. Other Privileges 

The officers and their families are entitled to free medical 
aid, accommodation on concessional rent, group insurance 
scheme, group housing scheme, family assistance scheme, 
canteen facilities etc. 
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
